What you should know 
about accident an 
sickness Insurance

a 
ey we have—our homes, our cars, 
the food on the table, even our life insurance 
depend on income. If income stops, the very 
foundation of living is gone. The whole structure 
topples down. 

Accident and sickness insurance is often called 
“primary insurance” because it insures the most 
primary thing any of us has, our earned income. 
And because it does insure so important a thing, 
any man who lives to a large degree on earned 
it of- 
despite all the modern advances 


income needs to understand it and what 
fers, because 
of medicine and all the safety devices, rules, and 
slogans we can dream up—accident and sickness 
are shockingly frequent in American life. 
Accident and_ sickness 
course, prevent injury or illness, but it can offset 
the economic loss they bring. 
Accident and sickness insurance 
kinds of coverage: (1) reinbursement of expenses 


insurance cannot, of 


offers two 
occasioned by accident or sickness; (2) replace- 
ment of income cut off by disability. 

Accident and sickness policies may be written 
separately; that is, you can buy a policy covering 
accident alone and not sickness. However, you 
ordinarily cannot buy sickness coverage alone, 
hut some companies will issue a sickness policy to 
people who already own accident coverage in 
that company. 

While there seems to be an infinite variety of 
policies, all are made up of the same basic in- 
gredients. The differences come about by the 
different combinations in which these basic in- 
gredients are put together in a policy. Under- 
stand the basic ingredients, and it is simple to 
analyze any policy to see whether it contains the 
coverages you need and want. 

Here are the basic ingredients out of which all 
accident and sickness policies are made: 


I Accident coverages 


1. Income benefits 


1. Weekly or monthly payments during 
any period of total disability, as defined 
and limited in duration by 
provisions, 


policy 


2. Weekly or monthly payments during 
a period of partial disability, again as 
defined and limited. 


B. Lump-sum benefits 


1. Accidental-death benefit. 

2. Dismemberment benefit (loss of limbs 
or eyesight). 

3. Optional or ‘elective’? indemnities 
for specified injuries such as sprains. 
Sometimes these lump-sum amounts 
may be taken in lieu of income pay- 
ments, and sometimes they are the 
minimums that will be paid for such 
Injuries. 

4, Payment for nondisabling injuries. 


C. Expense benefits 


1. Hospital expenses of various kinds. 

2. Surgical expenses, the maximum pay- 
able for any type of operation usually 
being set forth in a ‘‘schedule.” 

3. Medical attendance and nursing fees. 

4. Out-patient expense, for nonconfin- 
ing hospital treatment. 


Not every accident policy (or the accident por- 
tion of an accident and sickness policy) will con- 
tain all these provisions, some wi// contain all, 
and some will contain provisions not mentioned, 
But, in general, these are the ingredients from 
which most accident policies are made, no mat- 
ter how the various benefits are combined in any 
given policy. 


II Sickness coverages 


A. Income benefits 


1. Weekly or monthly payments during 
a period of total disability (sometimes 
defined as ‘‘confining sickness’’), as 

defined and limited in the policy. 

Weekly or monthly payments dur- 

ing a period of partial disability (often 

called nonconfining sickness’’). This 
coverage is not too common because,

Technically, hospitalization in- 
surance is a “‘limited”’ policy—that 
is, benefits are limited to the con- 
dition of being confined to the 
hospital. (Hospitalization policies 
are not, however, usually classified 
with limited policies.) 

As explained, “‘full coverage’”’ ac- 
cident and sickness policies will 
usually contain provision for hospi- 
tal expense—or you can, 
buy your hospitalization insurance 
separately.

Or will there be run-down eyesores 
scattered here and there with, perhaps, the beginning of a com- 
mercial intrusion? Whether you realize it or not, from the moment you 
take title, you are committed to a war against the sly, insistent encroach- 
ments of time, business interests, and gradual neighborhood deterioration. 

It is a commonplace tragedy. Look about you on the side 
streets of almost any American city, even the smallest. Once- 
proud homes, into which so much hope, planning, and money 
were poured not so many years ago, stand beleaguered and be- 
trayed among rooming houses and gasoline stations. Don’t they 
give you a premonitory shiver? When you have made the last,

have to show? 
Fortunately, as I have discovered from firsthand experience, \ 


there 7s a way to forestall homeowner’s heartbreak. By banding 
together with your friends in a neighborhood civic or house- 
holders’ association, you can protect—even increase—your 
property values. Most important, you will build a beautiful, en- 
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during, friendly, happy neighborhood. Here, I have learned, is 
the biggest little organization in my life! 

Especially in these burgeoning postwar days of industrial and 
commercial expansion, superhighways, bigger airports, and the 
breakup of old residential patterns, new perils constantly beset 
the homeowner. Today, an airfield may be located a comfort- 
able distance away—but anywhere within the 3-mile traffic 
pattern, there’ll be noise. A factory for light manufacturing, 
without noxious wastes or odors, may be tucked obscurely on 
the other side of the hill 
as a “‘traflic breeder.”’

The new four- and six-lane highways

Associations springing up 


Actually, as householders are realizing, they must unite or 
perish. As a result, thousands of neighborhood associations have 
sprung up all over the country. Just in my average-size City, 
there are more than a dozen. Sometimes, the associations cover 
only a few blocks and 10 to 15 householders. Others embrace 
sprawling residential sections and command impressive turn- 
outs at their annual meetings 

In my own neighborhood, for example, the Shippan Point 
Association represents a 547-acre peninsula housing some 500 
families. It was founded almost half a century ago with this 
goal: “‘In a broad and general way to foster, further. advocate, 
and protect the best interests of Shippan as a residential sec- 
tion; to encourage all propositions that may be deemed helpful 
to the development of Shippan; to discourage and oppose all 
propositions that may be deemed detrimental to the residents 


and property owners of Shippan.”

Show vour children 


Reading opens up lifelong pleasure 
for a child, but it needs your help 


to compete with TV, radio, comics 


Z 

he supper dishes had been cleared away, and we were 
settling down in the living room for the evening story hour 
when we heard a gentle tap-tap on the front door. 

“Even if it’s visitors, we can read anyway, can’t we, 
Daddy?” 5-year-old Kit said quickly. 

“Don’t worry,” said 9-year-old Paul. “Bet you a mil- 
lion it’s only Bobby, wanting to hear more about ‘Lad’.” 

A few evenings before, a neighbor boy had come over 
on an errand for his mother. He'd found us reading Albert 
Payson Terhune’s Lad together, and had “happened” in 
every night since at the same hour! 

Sure enough, it was Bobby. He slipped quietly into the 
room, saw the book already in my husband’s hand, sank 
blissfully on to one end of the sofa, and just waited. 

For almost an hour, as we followed the adventures of 
that wonderful dog, there was no sound but the reader’s 
voice. Considering that the room contained three lively 
boys, this was really something. 

But we weren't surprised. For it has been our experi- 
ence that all children will come a-running when there’s a 
chance to hear a lively story. ‘The question is, aré parents 
these days giving their children the opportunity to learn 
to love good books? 

Surely, this is one of the most worthwhile contributions 
we can make to our children’s welfare. The love of good 
reading, the ability to enjoy our literary heritage will en- 
rich, comfort, and inspire a person his whole life long. 


Strong competition 


Nowadays, books have tremendous competition. Radio, 
television, comics, the movies—these contend for a major 
place in everyone’s time budget. To parents fall the privi- 
lege and responsibility of seeing that good books are not 
lost in the shuffle. 

“It’s just a matter of putting first things first,” says 
Mrs. Helen Chapin, one of our city’s outstanding ele- 
mentary-grade teachers, whose special interest is home 
reading for children. ‘Being both a mother and a teacher, 
I have had the opportunity of seeing clearly just how the 
home and the school must work together on this problem. 

“As a teacher, I can require from my pupils 10 book 
reports a semester; I can take the group to the public 
library once a month or so; I can try to stimulate in- 
terest in literature by reading bits from goed books. But 
with 30 youngsters to cope with, varying widely in read- 
ing ability, there just isn’t time for enough individual en- 
couragement and guidance.” 

‘‘And that’s where the parents come in,” I suggested. 

“Right!” she said emphatically. “I can almost always 
tell within a few days after a child has come into my room 
whether his parents have been reading the good things 
with him and to him. If they have, that youngster stands 
out as being mentally more mature, with a greater in- 
terest in and understanding of the world around him. And 
he’s usually an outstanding contributor to the general 
welfare of the class. 

“If more parents would only take the time to read with 
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hooks are fun

their children, when they’ ve begun to read books for them- 
selves, it would make the youngsters feel a sense of real 
accomplishment!” 

I asked Miss Mildred Phipps, who is supervisor of work 
with children for the Pasadena, California, Public Library 
(and chairman of the Section for Work With Boys and 
Girls of the California Library Association), what particu- 
lar message she might have for parents. 

Without hesitation Miss Phipps answered, *‘ Acquaint the 
youngsters with books when they’re very small, so that, as 
they grow up, poems, stories, and good pictures will be an 
integral part of their lives.” 


Start at any age 


No matter what age your children are, the time to start 
on this campaign is now. 

“You can’t begin too young,’ Miss Phipps emphasized. 
‘‘We had a preschool story hour here just this morning, 
and you should have seen (and heard) the enthusiasm! 
They aré always delighted with the stories, pictures, and 
songs.” 

She showed me a list of books recommended for the 
preschool child, some of the favorites being Johnny Crow’ s 
Garden, Little Boy Brown, Cowboy Small, Story of Babar, 
Story About Ping, Millions of Cats, Jeanne-Marie Counts Her 
Sheep, Tale of Peter Rabbit, Make Way for Ducklings, Where 
Have You Been?, and Dash and Dart. 

Miss Phipps was so emphatic about beginning early 
that I was almost afraid to ask, “‘But what if a child has 
reached the age of 8 or 10 or 12 without having acquired 
a taste for good books? Is there, then, no hope?” 

“Oh, yes, indeed,” she said quickly. “I have found that 
there are many ways to interest children in reading, such 
as finding books on their hobbies, making many books 
available, and reading together as a family.” 

There are, then, specific things that parents can do to 
develop their youngsters’ taste for good literature. 


Let’s read together 


Family reading periods take priority, in my estimation. 
They're fun, and they do so much for family spirit and 
morals. But at this point a very real problem presents it- 
self. From the plaintive remarks made by numerous 
parents at a recent, citywide P.T.A. forum on home 
reading, it’s almost an impossibility to gather the whole 
family in one room and hold it there for half an hour. 

After leaving the dinner table, the group simply flies to 
pieces. Mother is in the nursery, putting the youngest 
child to bed; Dad is on the phone, discussing a forthcom- 
ing committee meeting; while Sister reluctantly washes 
dishes in the kitchen. Junior alone is in the living room, 
his hair standing on end over a television thriller. 

What's the answer? The book editor of one of our bet- 
ter magazines puts it this way: ‘Parents should plan 
reading periods just the same as they plan breakfast— it 
should be a routine pleasure.”’ If you really are convinced 
that it’s a must, you can usually figure out a solution. 

In our own family, Mother and 9-year-old brother do 
the dishes, while Father puts the baby to bed and little 
brother takes his bath and gets into his pajamas. In this 
way, everyone but Baby is reas- [ Turn to page 140

Hand-tool cabinet at left of bench has large door 
with handsaws hung on its back, other tools inside. 
ntrance to shop passes through partitioned “vesti- 
bule.” in which Buck stores garden tools and supplies 
without their clutter in shop proper. Large window has 
split-bamboo roll-up shade for control of illumination on 
bench during daylight hours Buck is in his shop. 


Sharp zoning promotes efficiency in the Buck 
shop, with no intermixture of tools for metal and for 
woodworking. Metal zone is at right of bench. 
Flat cabinet of shallow drawers is built against 
wall, for small part, and each drawer is labeled.

sembled in the living room within 
20 minutes after the evening meal, 
and no one has had time to become 
involved in another occupation. 

Some books just seem made for 
reading aloud. They are entertain- 
ing to a wide age group—very 
young children get a great deal out 
of them, and, at the same time, 
even adults are not bored by them. 
A few especially good examples are, 
The Story of Dr. Doolittle, Kipling’s 
Just-So Stories, the goings-on of that 
amazing nursemaid Mary Pop- 
pins, the whimsical Wind in the 
Willows, the doings of The Moffats, 
the story of the little Swiss girl 
Heidi, the lovable Winnte-the-Pooh, 
and, of course, the adventures of 
Alice in Wonderland. 

Don’t forget Bible stories from 
your favorite young-people’s col- 
lection. And poetry. As someone 
has said about poetry, “It makes 
immortal all that is best and most 
beautiful.” Furthermore, poetry 
simply cries to be read aloud, and 
bears endless repetition, 


Try verse, too 

Some collections of verse, which 
are of interest to a fairly wide age 
range, are De La Mare’s Peacock 
Pie, A Book of Rhymes, Field’s Faxis 
and Toadstools, Lindsay’s Johnny 
Appleseed and Other Poems, Milne’s 
Now We Are Six, and Stevenson’s 
A Child’s Garden of Verses. 

Excellent anthologies of verse 
are Silver Pennies and More Silver 
Pennies, compiled by Blanche Jen- 
nings Thompson; This Singing 
World, an Anthology of Modern Poems 
for Children, edited by Louis Unter- 
meyer; Geismer’s Very Young Verses; 
Arbuthnot’s 7ime for Poetry. 

Your young listeners, chuckling 
and sighing with you over this rich 
fare, will be nourishing two kinds 
of friendships; they will be feeling a 
sense of mutual understanding and 
common enjoyment with you, and 
at the same time they will be learn- 
ing to look to books for pleasure 
and comfort. 

If children are to be convinced 
that reading is fun, they must see 
the grownups at it in their own free 
time. If they come home from 
school in the afternoon to find 


Mom relaxing with a good book; if 


they see Dad settling down in his 
easy chair after dinner with a 
book; if the members of the family 
often give books to each other as 
holiday and birthday gifts, then 
the youngsters will just naturally 
conclude that reading is “the 
thing to do.” 


Books a reward 


There are other ways, too, of 


suggesting to youngsters that a 
book is a treat and not a bore. 
Tommy Matson, although only 7 
already puts books in the category 
of, if not ice-cream cones, at least a 
new toy. Ever since he was 2 years 
old, his mother has taken him to 
the library once a week to hear 
some stories and select an arm- 
load of books to take home. 

And on birthdays and as a 
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special reward for good behavior, 
such as the time he played so quict- 
ly for a week when Grandma was 
very sick upstairs, Tommy has gone 
with his dad to the big bookstore in 
the city and picked out a book for 
himself from the children’s depart- 
ment. (That this store visit is usu- 
ally followed by lunch at his dad’s 
club, with strawberry ice cream for 
dessert, does not detract from the 
glory of the day.) 

Where there are children who 
have begun to enjoy reading to 
themselves, it’s good strategy to 
buy or take out on loan good books 
which you feel might interest them, 
and ‘plant’ these books around 
the house. 

Mrs. Ryan told me _ recently 
about one of her initial efforts to 
wean her 9-year-old Larry from 
the constant reading of the comics. 

She brought home a copy of 
Robert McCloskey’s Homer Price 
and laid it on the living-room table, 
remarking casually, “You might 
like to glance through this when 
you have time.” 

Out of the corner of her eye she 
watched Larry sidle up to the table 
and very nonchalantly flip over a 
few pages. His attitude definitely 
showed that he didn’t intend to be 
railroaded into anything. When he 
came to a certain double-page il- 
lustration, he hesitated—and was 
hooked. (It would take a strong 
man to be able to resist the picture 
of the musical mousetrap that 
doesn’t hurt mice!) 

In no time at all, he was back on 
the sofa with the book, so lost to the 
world that his mother almost had to 
shout at him to get him to come to 
the dinner table a half hour later. 

Some other books highly accept- 
able to the middle-elementary age 
group are the “make-believe”

Model railroading 


mere parent; I’ve always tried to 
be a pal to my boys, too. At the 
fair | saw my first operating scale- 
model railroad. I knew right away 
that here was a hobby none of us 
would ever outgrow, a pastime var- 
ious and complex enough to hold 
the interest of anybody of any age. 
It was just what I’d been looking 
for.” 

Les Wilbert bought an O-gauge 
train with a simple circular tract 
that could be put together and 
taken apart in sections, so that 
when not in use the layout could be 
stowed in a closet. But the layout 
stayed in use from the start and 
grew fast. Littke Les was enthusi- 
astic about “‘our railroad,” eagerly 
pitched in to “help” build the 
small pike. He spent many of his 
happiest hours playing engineer, 
operating the train back and forth 
over the tracks while his father, as 
yardmaster, gave him signals. 

Les, Jr., met an accidental death 
when he was 5. Dick, though only 
2 years old, had also enjoyed 
watching the trains. Consequently, 
:n a short time young Dick became 
chief engineer of the newly resur- 
rected M&SRR. Three years later, 
Lawson was born. He eventually 
took over the job as yardmaster. 


1 
,_ om was never any problem 
about interesting the lads in the 
hobby. They took to it with en- 
thusiasm, as most children do. 

Model railroading is essentially 
mock railroading in miniature. It is 
a very different proposition from 
operating a toy train on a simple 
circular or oval track laid down on 
the floor. The Wilberts’ layout is 
constructed on wooden benchwork 
waist-high. Slim rails with switches 
that operate are actually spiked 
down in short lengths to tiny wood 
ties. The roadbed is covered with 
roofing paper that perfectly simu- 
lates fine gravel ballast. The coun- 
tryside through which the railroad 
runs is built up and painted in re- 
alistic detail on a base made of 
plaster and sawdust; nearly as 
hard as cement but comparatively 
light in weight, this sawdust-plas- 
ter mixture was spread over a !4- 
inch mesh wire frame. 


, shrubbery, bushes which 
add realism to the landscape, are 
constructed of hydrangea twigs, 
toy Christmas trees, pepper grass, 
tobacco plant, babysbreath, and 
pieces of sponge dipped in green 
paint. Modeled in proportion to 
the trains, they look like genuine 
vegetation. Clear glossy varnish 
simulates a river. In places, real 
sand, earth, and stones are used. 
Miniature people and animals 
about 500 of them—set down 
among buildings typical of the 
various locales along the right of 
way add life to the scenery. Tiny 
cattle, carved from basswood by 
Mrs. Wilbert, await shipment in a 
stockyard corral. Deer and sheep 
graze on a mountain through 
which is bored a tunnel. Autos and

trucks (from a dimestore) fill the 
streets of Port Washington and 
Sheboygan, towns along the route. 
All these details are in proper scale 
with the trains. 

The plastered walls of the layout 
room are covered with scenic pan- 
oramas painted in oils, showing 
distant countryside and sky that 
blend in proper perspective into 
the three-dimensional foreground 
scenery, so that standing in the 
center of the room one has the illu- 
sion of looking far into the distance. 
Giant airliners pasted to the paint- 
ed sky have been cut from color 
photographs sent free on request by 
airlines.

Dhere’s no safety problem with 
electricity since only 12 volts, 3-5 
amps is used. All the wiring of the 
layout is out of sight beneath the 
wood bench, the open sides of 
which are covered by rough brown 
curtains. This space under the 
benchwork can be used for storage. 

“Isn’t it easy to see, just by look- 
ing at this pike, the variety and 
endlessness of model raiiroading as 
a family hobby?” Les Wilbert re- 
marks. “If you like electricity, you 
can get your fill of it, wiring up a 
complicated signal and switch sys- 
tem. If you’re of an artistic bent, 
you'll never run out of figures to 
carve or scenery to paint. If you 
like landscaping—well, you have 
a whole miniature countryside to 
work on. 

“If youw’re a born architect or 
contractor, you can build what- 
ever structures suit your fancy. 
You can build or assemble new 
rolling stock. If you’re mechanical- 
ly minded, you can build a locomo- 
tive from scrap metal—that’s a job 
worthy of any man’s skill. 


( Dos of the “kinks” Les Wilbert 
installed which really won his sons’ 
enthusiasm from the start is a sim- 
plified control box, similar to a 
trolley motorman’s lever, by which 
the youngsters can. opefate the 
trains without need of supervision. 

“I gave the boys a clear board to 
operate the layout whenever they 
wanted to,” Les Wilbert says. “‘I 
encouraged them to invite their 
friends in to play at railroading with 
them. The kids certainly go for it, 
and we never have had to worry 
about Dick and Lawson hanging 
about street corners. They have 
more fun at home.” 

Later the Wilberts also installed 
sound effects in the form of a con- 
cealed mechanism that simulates 
the chug-chug sounds of a real 
train and enables the engineer to 
blow a whistle by merely pressing a 
button when the trains approach 
crossings and stations. 

The Wilberts’ layout encircles 
their 13x24-foot basement recrea- 
tion room, but many model rail- 
roads are tiny enough to fit atop 
a small table or a drawing board 
and still be as completely “rail- 
roady” as larger layouts. There is

a gauge (distance between the 
rails) and scale size to fit every 
space and every purse. The four 
most popular standard sizes are 
O-gauge, scaling 14” to 1’; S- 
gauge, 3/16” scale; HO-gauge, 
3.5 mm. scale; and TT (table 
top), the smallest, 1/16 scale 
The Wilberts’ layout is O-gauge, 
but the most popular is HO (which 
stands for ‘“‘half O’’) 

Obviously, trains of large gauge 
can be more finely detailed for 
greater realism than smaller trains 
can be; but in the selection of a 
suitable gauge usually the most 
important question is: How much 
space is available for a layout? 
Phere is also, of course, the prob- 
lem of cost; and O-gauge locomo- 
tive or passenger car, requiring 
more material than the equivalent 
in T'T-gauge, naturally costs more 
HO-gauge is most popular because 
it is large enough for excellent re- 
alistic detail, yet small enough to 
be economical and convenient 

Many model railroaders who 
live in confined quarters, even 
single rooms, use ingenuity to 
make the most of small available 
space. They construct a layout on 
plywood base about 3x5 feet o1 
even smaller; the base is hinged 
across the middle. When not in 
use, the whole pike can be folded 
up and stored under a bed or be- 
hind a drapery. 


One way of utilizing the full cir- 
cumference of a room without los- 
ing any floor space is to lay tracks 
and roadbed along a ledge about 
6 inches wide that runs around the 
walls at any height from waist 
level to up near the ceiling. At 
doorways or windows, the ledge 
can be hinged so that it may be 
raised out of the way, or it can be 
slotted and entirely removable 

Some model-rail fans construct 
layouts fastened to a plywood base 
that can be raised out of the way 
overhead by means of small pul- 
leys set into the ceiling. Such an 
elevated layout, when pulled up to 
within a few inches of the ceiling 
with the bottom of the plywood 
base suitably painted or varnished, 
can be almost unnoticeable 

Isabel Wilbert still accuses her 
husband of building their home 
around their model railroad 
“Mavbe I did,’ Les says, grinning 
“TI knew this layout room would be 
the center of our family life— and 
it is. When I insisted that the gas 
and water meters be installed in 
a special place in the basement, 
the contractor thought I had holes 
in my head. But I stood pat and we 
got what we wanted.” 

When the family goes riding on a 
Sunday afternoon, they make a 
game of being always on the look- 
out for layout “props.” 

The main thing in keeping 
youngsters interested is to be will- 
ing to give up some of your own 
time to them,’ Les Wilbert be- 
lieves. ““And get them, or encour- 
age them to earn money for their

own tools. [t's much easier to de- 
velop a good craftsman’s pride in 
good, well-cared-for tools if the 
tools are your own.” 

How much does mode! railroad 
ing cost? “As much or as little as 
you care to put into it,” Les Wil- 
bert says. “You can spend a small 
fortune on equipment— $400 or 
$500 for a custom-built locomotive 

or you can make most of it your- 
self for practically nothing, using 
scrap and odds and ends. For ex- 
ample, pipe cleaners bent to shape, 
dipped in melted parathn and 
touched up with a few dabs of 
paint make excellent litthe peopl 
You can buy a miniature billboard 
for $1.50, or make a hundred bill- 
boards vourself and a dozen build- 
ings out of a discarded fruit crate 
Dimestores are full of props that 
can be used—the trinkets” on 
charm bracelets, for example. Pve 
seen swell layouts that represented 
as litthe as $50 cash, which was 
spent over a long period of time.’

Witber points out that most 


model-railroad enthusiasts today 
buy kits and assemble their own 
locomotives, boxcars, and so on. It 
gives them the satisfaction of pro- 
ducing a real miniature at a rea- 
sonable cost and is mechanically 
within the skill of everyone. 

For instance, it’s possible to buy 
the finished parts for a refrigerator 
car, HO-gauge, for about $2.50, 
or O-gauge, about $4.50. Others 
you can buy include flatcars, 
stock cars, tank cars, cabooses, 
gondolas, and hoppers. Other 
model kits, such as stations, fac- 
tories, stores, schools, farms, and 
so on, are available. The average 
locomotive kit costs from $15 to 
$30. It comes with all the parts 
machined, die cut, and motor as- 
sembled, so in about six to eight 
hours you can have it in running 
order. These kits can be purchased 
in most local hobby shops 


is tools are needed to do the 
assembhing— small screwdrivers, a 
hammer, and some glue. Instruc- 
tions aré fully illustrated with line 
drawings, perspective view of as- 
sembly units, and pictures to guide 
you step by step in the assembly of 
the model. Track (HO) costs about 
25 cents a foot and is all ready to be 
fastened on a board. Anyone who 
has a litthe patience and js long on 
interest Can get started 

There are several magazines de- 
voted exclusively to the subject of 
model railroading. There is at 
least one model-railroad club in 
every fair-size city in the United 
States. And there is a national or- 
ganization which holds annual 
conventions. 

“But no matter how much you 
can aflord or care to spend, you'll 
find that as a family hobby, mode] 
railroading pays off in dividends 
that cannot be counted in cash 
comradeship, mutual understand- 
ing, and pure family fun,’’ Les Wil- 
bert says.

see your side. If he thinks the com- 
pany is wrong, he has an awful lot 
of pressure he can put on it, be- 
cause it has to come to him for a 
license to Operate in your state. 

Remember this one caution: If 
you buy from a company not 
licensed in your state —say by mail 

then your commissioner has no 
pressure to bring to bear. This is 
not meant to say mail-order com- 
panics are chiselers, however 
Many are sound companies. They 
may be licensed in the state even 
though they solicit by mail. 

When an agent calls, you know 
the company is licensed in your 
state, because it is against the law 
for him to solicit for it if it isn’t 
licensed. If you are— considering 
buying a policy by mail, check with 
your commissioner first. 

(2) Companies fieht a lot of claims. 
Phey dont in proportion to the 
total number of claims. Look at it 
logically 
the claim as much as the cost of go- 
ing to court. However, if a com- 
pany feels a claim is improper, then 
it must litigate. Many a_home- 
office claim man has paid some 
small claim he knew wasn’t valid, 
just to preserve good will or save 
the expense of litigation only to 
find himself under severe criticism 
the next time the examiners come 
around, “You have squandered 
funds that belonged to policyhold- 
ers,” they charge. 

Litigated cases may make yood 
“copy” for newspapers and sensa- 
tional writers. Usually, however, 
they skim over-the details. “Poor 
old John Jones fell down the stairs 
one night and broke his leg, and 
this great, big insurance company 
wouldn’t pay.” 

When you get into the case, you 
find ‘poor old John” was caught in 
flagrante delwto by an irate husband 
and bodily thrown down the stairs, 
which certainly isn’t an ‘“‘acci- 
dent.” The money the “reat, big 
insurance company” has to pay out 
is premiums it has taken in from 
you. Do you want your money be- 
ing used to pay for injuries some 
character acquired as a result of 
doing something illegal? 

(3) Accident and sickness poltcies eX- 
clude all the important causes of dis- 
ability. Misunderstanding about 
claims sometimes arises because 
the insured does not stop to think 
that no policy can cover a condi- 
tion or sickness which originated 
prior to the etlective date of the 
policy, even though the sickness 
has not been apparent or the con- 
dition has not caused trouble in 
the past 

Phe principle of all insurance is 
to protect against certain perils 
that may occur in the future. It 
can’t pay for perils that have al- 
ready occurred 

A common example of misun- 
derstanding is the case of a man 
who has suffered an inguinal her- 
nia for years. It has caused him no 
trouble in the past. However, after

he purchases a hospitalization pol- 
icy, perhaps, the condition docs 
develop to a point where hospital- 
ization is required. He may then 
expect the policy to pay for the 
hospitalization; but it can’t. 

It is also common for insuring 
clauses to contain a “‘probationary 
period” for sickness. The clause 
provides that only those sicknesses 
which “are contracted and begin” 
within a certain time limit—say 
of the effective date of 
the policy, are covered. The pro- 
bationary period is designed to 
allow for the development of dis- 
eases which take days and even 
wecks in showing symptoms after 
actual exposure and contraction. 


30 days 


Some policies carry a clause to 
the effect that alter a certain period 
of time--say two years—no claim 
shall be contested on the grounds 
that it is a result of a condition in 
existence prior to the effective date 
of the polic y. 

\lways remember that while ac- 
cident and sickness insurance 
covers some accidents and some 
sicknesses, it cannot cover all—at 
least it can’t at a premium anyone 
could pay. Every policy contains 
certain exclusions. Before you buy, 
read the list of exclusions in the 
policy. They are in there plainly. 
By law, they can’t be in type small- 
er than the rest of the policy. Read 
them and see exactly what you are 
covered for. If things are excluded 
that you think are important i 
your case, ask to see a policy with 
fewer exclusions—which, in gen- 
eral, will mean a larger premium. 
Some exclusions are common in all 
policies —hernia, as mentioned, for 
instance. Some, however, are in- 
cluded to reduce the premium, and 
are left out if you can pay more 

(4) Exclusions are buried in the fine 
print. Both the standard and the 
uniform provisions, one or the 
other of which is law in every state, 
prevent this, 


Seek advice 

Now, how can you get advice on 
what coverages you should have? 
Look for an agent or an agency that 
is established in your community, 
making its living from your com- 
munity. Being established is not 
only proof that the agent or agency 
gives service, but also that it is go- 
ing to try to give you sound advice 
and service in order to get and 
hold your good will 

Statistics show that the average 
man does not save more than 1 
month’s salary out of 12. In other 
words, he has to work a year to pay 
accident or sickness bills that run 
as much as a month’s salary. 

Statistics also show that the 
average man has no more than 
three months’ income in the bank. 
If accident or sickness cuts off his 
income, he is just three months 
from bankruptcy. 

So, check on how much income 
your family would have if you were 
to die.

down in price out of all proportion to the cost 
ol repairing the defect. If, however, the defect 
is relatively minor, it may be less trouble to 
point it out frankly to the prospect and offer to 
allow him for it out of the purchase price. 

In any case, don’t spend a lot of money re- 
pairing a car in the low-value bracket. It will 
sell for only a few dollars more than if you had 


sold it ‘Sas is.” 
Have an idea about the price 


Having a definite idea of the local ‘‘going 
price’ of your car will be helpful, whether you 
turn it in or sell it yourself through a classified 
ad. It will give you a basis for judging dealers’ 
offers, and you'll have a clearer picture of 
what your new car will cost you in cash. 

Read the automobile ads in your local paper 
for a few days and note the prices of cars simi- 
lar in make, model, and year to your own. Be 
guided by the average prices; very low prices 
may indicate wrecks, while unusually high 
amounts usually reflect wishful thinking on the 
owner's part.

Brighten your flower borders in Lower South with 
winter color—set out pansies now. 

Plant Gloriosa-lily tubers as far north as Charlotte, 
Atlanta, Birmingham, and Tulsa. 

Plant tulip bulbs in north Florida 
and along Gulf Coast—after you cool 
them four to six weeks in refrigerator. 

Spread about 2 inches of peanut or 
buckwheat hulls, peat, or similar mulch 
around newly planted shrubs or trees. This helps pro- 
tect the roots from sudden weather changes. 

Soak soil deeply around all your evergreens if rain- 
fall has been below normal. 

Start mowing your winter lawn when it reaches a 
height of 2 inches. 

Trim holly, Nandina, and pittosporum to shape. 
Keep prunings in water in a cool place, and you'll be

How to care tor

, ol Christmas plants you receive—or buy—are at their 
peak of perfection. Your florist has used all his skills to pre- 
sent them at their best. Mums, azaleas, cyclamens, poinset- 
tias—all are fed, watered, trimmed, shaded, trained, and 
coddled so you can enjoy them with a minimum of care. 
To keep them in top condition, keep the soil moist in the 
pots, and keep the plants out of drafts. After the present crop 
of flowers fades, move them to a sunny spot. Many can be

Cyclamens. Big, fleshy leaves of

Keep water off crown as much 
as possible, or crown may rot, 
Keep plant in well-ventilated room. 


Potted mums. Keep soil moist 
while plants are in bloom. Cut 
flowers off as they fade. In the 
spring, knock plant from pot and 
set out in perennial border. 


Kalanchoe blossfeldiana. This 
plant has bright scarlet flowers 
that will last until next May 
Water only when soil surface is 
dry. Cut off faded bloom stalks. 
Set outdoors in partial shade, but 
leave in pot. Bring inside in fall 


Green foliage plants, Water these 
plants as often as soil surface be- 
comes dry 

Rotate them to windows, so each 
plant gets several hours of good 
light every week. Keep leaves 
clean, and feed plants during sea- 
sons of active growth. 

With care and training, you can 
expect. large, decorative foliage 
plants such as dieflenbachia, large- 
leaved philodendrons, palms, dra- 
cenas, fatshedera, and rubber plants 
to last indefinitely.

How to fix platform and 
manger for the creche 

Make a triangular manger of *%- 
inch plywood or heavy illustration 
board to suit the size of your figu- 
rines and your tree. See the draw- 
ing below. Manger in the color 
picture measures 18 inches high, 
and the tree is between 5 and 6 
feet tall. Stain the manger brown 
and paint the trim bright red. 





lo make the platform, cut a cir- 
cle of stiff cardboard large enough 
to accommodate your manger and 
créche figurines (see the drawing 
below). Platform in the picture 
measures 27 inches in diameter 

Then cut a circle in the center, 
big enough to fit around the tree 
trunk at point where you'll place 
it. Cut a slit from outside of plat- 
form to the inside. 

If your tree has staggered on 
weak branch growth in the middle 
where the créche will be placed, 
you'll want to provide support for 
the platform. Nail a thin board 
to the trunk 
to it. as you see below, so that the 
platform will be supported at 
either side of the manger. If your

platform is 27 inches across, board 


should be about 25 inches long. 


Cover platform with dull-gold 
paper and fit it around tree trunk 
just above the supporting board. 
Place triangular manger on plat- 
form in front of the trunk, If man- 
ger is not steady, nail its base to the 
plavorm, and the back of the 
pointed top to the tree trunk. 

Fasten a tree light inside top of 
manger so that it will shine on 
figure of the Christ Child. You can 
fasten lights around edge of the 
platform or use a spotlight to il- 
luminate créche. 

Figurines can be made of stiff 
cardboard and held upright by 
placing them in grooved wooden 
blocks. Tallest figures in picture 
measure 8 inches. Ones in the back 
may be elevated on small card- 
boxes covered with 
paper so they can be seen.

Could this happen on your street? 


Preventive medicine 

Nothing spectacular, you might 
say. There isn’t the dramatic sur- 
gery of a slum-clearance project o1 
the intellectual stimulation of cru- 
sading for some good, new project 
in health, education, or community- 
wide affairs. Rather, this is preven- 
five medicine. If only all neighbor- 
hoods, however modest, could thus 
be quietly maintained and strength- 
ened, there would be far less need 
for costly remedies in later years 
Actually, by helping ourselves, we 
are helping the city 

First and foremost, a neighbor- 
hood association is charged with 
the duty of preventing commercial 
intrusion. At best, zoning is an ex- 
asperating collision point for mu- 
nicipal, legal, business, and home- 
ownership interests. At worst, 
through unimaginative planning o1 
indifference, it can literally wreck a 
neighborhood of homes 

While state and lo« al laws Vary 
greatly, in many instances the zon- 
ing authorities have almost life-and- 
death power over the different sec- 
tions of their community 

By granting a “‘variance” in the 
zoning law, by changing the code 
to allow a factory, gasoline station, 
orevenasmall candy store, zoning 
commissions Can Start a section 
teward commercial blight. Even 
though the first intruder may not 
be obnoxious, the precedent is set, 
and other invaders will follow 


Hard to correct 

The dangerous thing is that once 
these appointive zoning officials 
have handed down their decision, 
it is often almost impossible to up- 
set it. In many communities, the 
city council and mayor are power- 
less to intervene, and the sole relief 
is a slow, costly appeal to the courts 
But judges, understandably, hesi 
tate to override administrative find- 
ings, provided. the purely legal 
forms, such as posting notices and 
holding hearings, have been re- 
spected. You just swallow your dis- 
appointment, or move, 

In one neighborhood, a zoning 
change which allowed a funeral 
home in an otherwise completely 
residential section, was quietly put 
through in the dull summer months 
rhe funeral director had powerful 
political support and even the mis- 
guided sympathy of an important 
local clergyman. But when the 
neighbors,- including members of 
the cleric’s own congregation, real- 
ized how they'd been tricked, they 
organized, hastily and angrily 

With a series of improptu meet- 
ings, at which the hat was passed to 
defray expenses from one week to 
the next, they appealed to munici- 
pal and judicial authorities. At 
every step, they were beaten, but 
they persisted up to the highest 
court in the state—and finally won 
there! Having tardily learned the 
unique value of a neighborhood 
organization, they still maintain it, 
though no new crisis has arisen 
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Ilow a battle was won 


In a more shocking instance, 
a development of new,. rather 
modestly priced homes was sudden- 
ly threatened with the erection of a 
huge, coal-burning power plant 
To make the situation completely 
awkward, the uulity was from out 
of town, and indifferent to local ill 
or good will. But never underesti- 
mate the power of an embattled 
mortgage payer! 

The neighborhood organization 
found one issue that attracted city- 
wide support. The land, they held, 
was necessary for expanding recre- 
ational needs of the city— while 
the power company was planning 
to sell its electricity, not locally, 
but to adjoining communities. 
With speeches, “‘letters-to-the-edi- 
tor,” protest rallies and repetitions, 
the association won public support 
and drove the smoky project out of 
town. 

Rather, we saved ourselves 
from being driven out of town,” 
one leader in the fight told me 

Sometimes, of course, the threat 
comes from within, and an associa- 
tion can tactfully resolve dillerences 
that otherwise would harden into 
neighborhood feuds. In a west- 
coast community, which boasts 
homes with private beaches, one of 
the residents thoughtlessly allowed 
a private s¢ hool to use his pat h of 
sand and SCa for open-air Suimminer 
classes. The neighbors didn’t like 
it. but they hesitated to go to the 
police or the courts 

Instead, the beach-owners’ asso- 
ciation quietly noufied the offender 
that he was violating both zoning 
and deed restrictions. They pointed 
out politely that if he got away with 
it, much more flagrant abuses 
might follow—and the neighbor- 
hood would become a Coney Is- 
land. The transgressor apologized 
profusely and promised it wouldn't 
Nappen again, 


Can increase values 

But the progressive associations 
vo far bevond mere maintenance of 
property values as they are, One I 
know of operates some 17 commit- 
tees which range into such fields as 
education, civil defense, health, li- 
brary, hospitality, parks, and play- 
grounds. My own recently adopted 
a boy-scout cub pack and contrib- 
uted heavily to a save-our-trees 
program launched by the garden 
club. 

In plantings of our own, in meet- 
ings at which we've obtained plan- 
ning and horticultural « xperts, we 
have tried to stimulate a vreater 
appre¢ iauion of community be auly 
\nd, naturally, the more pleasant 
the neighborhood, the more hesi- 
tant each individual householder is 
to let his own home go unpainted 
or leave the lawn uncut 

binally, I have found psychologi- 
cal dividends in working with my 
association. If a householder wants 
better bus schedules or trash col- 
lecuions, if he wants to complain

If you would like to join this pa- 
rade of neighborly people who think 
that progress’ begins in their own 
back yards, here is some advice on 
forming such an organization: 


DO'S 


1. Get together with a lawyer, 
businessman, newspaperman, bank- 
er, and one or two others as the 
nucleus of your group. Draft a sim- 
ple statement of your aims which 
can be filed as articles of incorpora- 
tion with state authorities, so that 
you have legal status as a nonprofit 
body 

2. Through the local newspaper 
and radio, plus a direct mail ap- 
peal, see that every neighborhood 
property owner is notified of your 
organization meeting. At this meet- 
ing, you can elect officers, approve 
the general goals, and start work on 
some particular project. 

3. Work constructively zerth the 
authorities, as far as possible, avoid- 
ing the label of being a “‘pressure”’ 
or “troublemaking” group. 


DON TS 


1. Don’t elect leaders too promi- 
nent in politics or projects which 
might develop into distracting, in- 
tra-neighborhood controversy. It 
may sound hard-boiled, but at 
least in the beginning, you are not 
interested in reforming city govern- 
ment, backing worthy charities, or 
improving education. Your on/y im- 
mediate goal is maintenance and 
improvement of the neighborhood 

2, Don’t try to be “exclusive.”? A 
neighborhood group is not a social 
club, and a// property owners are 
entitled to membership. From a 
selfish point of view, the more mem- 
bers, the more money in the treas- 
ury— and the more political respect 
from the city father 

3. Don’t be misled by the exam- 
ple of so-« alled “homeowners” or 
“taxpayers leagues,” which often 
mushroom briefly around election

time as fronts for special real-estate 
or political interests. Sometimes, 
too, such “leagues” become ugly 
instruments for bias of a racial or 
religious nature. They are not to be 
confused with the genuine, year- 
round neighborhood associations 
which exist to enforce laws for the 
benefit of their members, not to 
foster special, restrictive issues. 

+. Don’t give up ifmembersdon’t 
come flocking into your organiza- 
tion overnight. Here is probably a 
typical situation, as analyzed by a 
12-year-old organization with a po- 
tential of 2,187 families. Actual 
membership, highest on record, is 
1,051. But, the organization was 
cheered to find, 85 percent of the 
previous year’s roster rejoined, and 
half of those who had dropped 
away earlier also came back. The 
big lag was among new homeowners 
in the area, with only 30 percent 
joining up. The lesson plainly is 
that a certain amount of selling is 
necessary 

Eventually, after the organiza- 
tional problems are mastered, you 
may find that further neighborhood 
improvement depends on improve- 
ments just over the hill. Recently, 
our group spilled out beyond Ship- 
pan to dig a 1,200-foot trench and 
plant hedges screening a dump that 
mars one of our approaches. 


Can band together 


If, in time, you feel that city-wide 
progress is necessary to help yout 
own neighborhood, here is an ex- 
citing and promising new departure 
in civic associations for your con- 
sideration. In various cities through 
the country, the individual local 
associations now are banding into 
city-wide councils. In my town, it 
is known as the ““Chambers of Resi- 
dence,’ to which each association 
pays dues and sends representatives. 

The argument is that just ©3 in- 
dustry is represented through man- 
ufacturers’ associations and the 
merchants through their chambers 
of commerce, so the homeowner 
should have Ais organization to put 
forth his views on city affairs. And 
why not? He is the biggest voting 
and taxpaying— unit in most cities. 

More and more in the future, 
local government will have to lis- 
ten —and listen closely—to the non- 
partisan, civic demands which come 
out of the neighborhoods. It is 
healthy, grass-roots democracy.
